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Airport Seeks Aircraft Enclosure To Ru: Nighttime Noise 


The Wayne County Airport Authority 
has announced that it is seeking federal 
funding to help construct a ground run-up 
enclosure (GRE) on the airfield at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport (DTW) to reduce air- 
craft-generated noise in the surrounding 
neighborhoods. 

According to the WCAA, the GRE is 


the “centerpiece” of 20 recommendations 


it has submitted to the Federal Aviation 


_ Administration after consulting with a com- 


mittee made up of representatives of com- 
munities in the vicinity of DTW. 

The recommendations came at the 
conclusion of a four-year Federal Aviation 
Regulation (FAR) Part 150 Noise Compat- 
ibility Study Update voluntarily launched 
by the Airport. 


“A ground run-up enclosure will reve 


a noticeable impact for our neighbors be-- 


cause the airlines often conduct aircraft 
engine maintenance at night when ambi- 


ent noise levels are low,” said WCAA CEO 
Lester Robinson. “This enclosure will ab- 
sorb and deflect a significant amount of 
noise resulting from airline run-ups.”  ~ 

A three-sided GRE is typically located 
strategically on the airfield to allow airlines 
convenient access for the purpose of test- 
ing after repairs are made to aircraft engines. 
These tests can range from a few minutes 
to as many as 45 minutes with the engine 
running at various levels up to full power. 

The estimated cost of designing and 
constructing a GRE is approximately $5 
million, with a possible 80% contribution 
by the FAA. The Airport Authority antici- 
pates issuing a solicitation for predesign 
services for the GRE this year, and con- 
struction is planned for 2010. 

Other recommendations developed by 


the Study Advisory Committee, with the 


assistance of noise study consultant Barnard — 


Dunkelberg & Company, include: 


modifying air traffic procedures to con- 
centrate more flights over compatible 
land uses; 
e implementation of continuous descent 
approach for arriving aircraft; 
e working with communities to update 
zoning ordinances; and 
e installation of a flight track/noise moni- - 
toring system. : 
The FAR Part 150 Update was ap- 
proved by the WCAA Board on October 
31, 2008, and is currently being reviewed 


‘by the Federal Aviation Administration. 


“Tt has been a pleasure to work coopera- 
tively with insightful people at the FAA and 
the mayors and supervisors of our neigh- 
boring communities to develop a practical 
set of recommendations,” said Robinson.

$550 Million Ford Project Calls for Wayne 
Plant Conversion, Retention of 3,200 Jobs 


Senator Ray Basham (D-Taylor) has 
announced that Ford Motor Company will 
invest $550 million to convert its Michigan 
Truck Plant along Michigan Avenue in 
Wayne into a facility that will focus on 
building small compact modern cars. The 
effort is expected to retain 3,200 jobs and 
generate a total of 17,150 jobs, while also 
increasing state government revenues by 
$774 million by the year 2021. 

“At a time when the auto industry is 
struggling the most, this new project brings 
new promise of hope to our state as well as 
much-needed investment and jobs,” said 
Basham. “With new technologies and mod- 


ern, efficient vehicles, we can begin the 


transformation of the auto industry and 
Michigan's economy.” 


Through the Wiehieant Economic 


Development Council, the Michigan Eco- 
nomic Growth Authority (MEGA) Board 
has approved.various incentives for Ford's 
Michigan Assembly Plant project in the 
City of Wayne, including: 
Retention Employment Tax Credit 
Through this tax credit, $123,773,031 
will be available for up to 4,700 retained 
employees at the Michigan Assembly and 
Wayne Stamping facilities, provided that 
Ford agrees to retain a minimum of 1,800 
jobs by the end of the first year of opera- 
tions in order to activate the credit. 
Anchor New Jobs Designation 


According to Basham, the anchor new 


jobs designation will provide tax incentives 
to Ford for attracting and influencing cus- 
tomers and suppliers with critical or unique 
components to locate in Michigan and con- 
nect with the Michigan Assembly facility 
projects. The incentives will be based on 
the number of qualified new jobs. 
Large Brownfield MBT Tax Credit 
Ford Motor Company has requested 
up to $30,000,000 to help build and facili- 
tate the project. 
Brownfield Redevelopment Work Plan 
The County of Wayne Brownfield Re- 
development Authority has submitted a 
work plan request for the approval of 
$6,403,500 in local and school capture for 
MEGA-eligible activities, The MEGA 


Board also approved an amendment award- 


ing an additional $20 million in tax credits | 


for qualified Plug-In Electric Vehicle Engi- 
neering expenses. 

This new investment project, said 
Basham, will convert Wayne’s Michigan 
Truck Plant — which previously manufac- 
tured large body-on-frame products — into 
a flexible manufacturing facility that can 


- produce smaller vehicles off a global plat- 


form. The facility will receive significant in- 


_ yestment in body, paint, and final assem- 


bly areas. 

The new plant will also build the next- 
generation Ford Focus, including an elec- 
tric version of the popular car that is ex- 
pected to debut in 2011.

ceremony, to be held at 11 a.m. on National 
Armed Forces Day (Saturday, May 16) at 
the Veterans Memorial Garden in Cameron

Safety During Prom Season, Graduation

As part of Alcohol Awareness Month, 
and just in time for the prom/graduation 
season and the coming summer, Romulus 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert is joining forces 
with Romulus educators and businesses to 
fight underage drinking by distributing a 
free guidebook that can help parents keep 
alcohol away from minors. The book, 
“Parents Unite to Prevent Underage Drink- 
ing, empowers parents in the fight to pre- 
vent illegal teen drinking. It also aims to 
raise awareness in the community about 
underage drinking, and urge more people 
to join this important effort. 

Lambert is working in partnership with 
Romulus High School and Romulus-based 
Central Distributors, a family-owned 
Anheuser-Busch distributor, to spread his 
message. 

“We must do everything to keep alco- 
hol out of the hands of children, and that 
means reaching out to more parents so we 
can get the word out that alcohol and teens 
don't mix,” said Lambert. “This time of the 
year is when all of us — parents, educators, 
and community members — must get ahead 
of the curve in talking to teens about the 
dangers of illegal alcohol use. 

“These guides can help parents con- 
front this problem head on,” he added, “and 
we invite everyone to help us share them 
with Michigan parents.” 

According to Lambert, the “Parents 
Unite” guidebooks are free to all parents, 
and provide updated information and a 
comprehensive resources section that helps 
parents get more information about how 
they can keep alcohol out of the hands of 
minors. The guide is produced by Central 


Distributors and other family-owned dis- 


tributors and the Michigan Association of 


Secondary School Principals. The guides 
have been produced since 2002. More than 
470,000 copies have been distributed to 
parents since 2002, making it the most 
widely distributed book about underage 
drinking in schools throughout Michigan. 

The guides are available through 
Lambert's office, Central Distributors, and 





Romulus High School, and will be displayed 
at the High School and the Romulus Ath- 
letic Center, among local locations. 

“Underage drinking is everybody’s 
problem; we must start talking about it early 
and often,” said Central Distributors owner 
and CEO Don Klopcic.

“These guides help parents be proac- 
tive,’ Klopcic continued. “It puts power in 
their hands and gives them the tools they 
need to protect kids from illegal, irrespon- 
sible drinking.

The fight against underage set bine 
has made steady progress over the years, said 
Klopcic. The percentage of high school 
seniors who illegally consumed alcohol 
dropped 36 percentage points between 
1982 and 2007, according to a University 
of Michigan study. (See the University of 
Michigan Monitoring the Future study, 
sponsored by the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse, U.S. Department of Health 
& Human Services, December 2007.) But, 
more work needs to be done to keep alco- 
hol out of the hands of minors. 

“As a parent, I am committed to work- 
ing with local businesses, schools, parents, 
and everyone to fight underage drinking 
and ensure that only responsible adults en- 
joy beer and wine legally,” Lambert said. 


“We're going to put these guidebooks into 


the hands of parents, which will empower 


‘them in the fight against underage drink- 


ing. This booklet is one of the many ways 
we as a community can help parents fight 
underage drinking during prom season and 
beyond.”

The Taylor Police Department has unveiled two new logos with catchy slogans 
designed to promote the use of child safety seats. 


The City of Taylor Police Department 
has unveiled two new logos to help tell the 
story of officers’ focus on enforcing state 
booster seat requirements. 

Corporal Ted Michowski noted that 
the TPD Traffic Division’s enforcement of 
the new Booster Seat Law and Child 
Restraint Seat Law is being done in con- 
junction with a Federal cooperative agree- 
ment for Determining Effective Strategies 
for Enforcing State Booster Seat Laws. 

The TPD was one of only two depart- 
ments in the United States selected to assist 
in this cooperative agreement with the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion (NHTSA). Taylor (population 65,000) 
and the City of Wenatchee, Washington 
(population 28,000) received Federal funds 
to develop and evaluate various strategies 
for enforcing the requirements, and recom- 
mend effective strategies that can be imple- 
mented in other communities nationwide. 

The Taylor Police Department Traffic 
Division is overseeing the $283,000 project, 
which will be composed of several compo- 
nents, including: 


e public information and education re- 
garding the State of Michigan’s new 
Child Restraint (“booster seat”) Law, 
which was enacted on July 1, 2008; and 

e enforcement of the new requirements 
from March 2009 through February 
2010 in various targeted locations 
throughout the city, and the recording 
of all relevant data necessary for the suc- 
cessful completion of the cooperative 
agreement.

Airport Online Auction Site Takes Flight 


A wide variety of surplus property and 
unclaimed lost and found items from Metro 
Detroit's major airports are now for sale — 
via the Internet. The Wayne County Air- 
port Authority (WCAA), operator of the 
Detroit Metropolitan and Willow Run air- 
ports, has launched its new online auction 
site hosted by the Michigan Intergovern- 
mental Trade Network (MITN). 

“While the Airport Authority has held 
live auctions of surplus and unclaimed prop- 
erty for years, the pool of prospective bid- 
ders has been naturally limited by geogra- 
phy and busy schedules,” explained WCAA 
CEO Lester Robinson. “With our new 
online auction site, the Airport Authority 
has an opportunity to make our auctions 
more accessible by enabling anyone, any- 
where, to participate in each auction from 
the comfort of their home or office.” 

Initially, according to Robinson, the 
Authority’s online auction will include 
smaller items such as digital cameras, por- 
table DVD players, and construction tools. 
A selection of passenger, utility, and spe- 
cialized emergency vehicles will be available 
in mid-May. 

Soon, WCAA plans to cate its of- 


ferings to include computer peripherals, 


larger office equipment, fine and costume 
jewelry, watches, construction equipment, 
and specialty airport equipment. 

“Our first test-use of the system in 
April demonstrated to us that this new 
online auction format has tremendous 
potential,” said WCAA Procurement 
Project Manager Donna Colley-Andrews. 

“Items sold online during testing were 
needed by the bidders and obtained signifi- 
cantly below retail pricing. It’s a win-win- 
win for all involved — bidders get needed 
items at a reduced cost, the Airport Author- 
ity generates revenue, and those items 
remain in use rather than in a landfill.” 

No bidders deposit is required, but free 
registration is. Interested bidders can regis- 
ter and place their bids on the MITN Web 
site at www.mitn.info (select “Surplus Auc- 
tions’ from the top navigation bar). 

The new online format also automates 
the process of award notification, receipts, 
and pick-up tickets,-and expedites the 
process of delivering items to the winning 
bidders.
